Kingston in Bloom winners 


'We won’t sell off 
children’s services’ 


A war of words has broken out 
between the leaders of 
Kingston and Richmond coun¬ 
cils over the future plans for 
the boroughs’ merged chil¬ 
dren’s services. 

Achieving for Children 
(AFC) has been set up as a so¬ 
cial enterprise jointly owned 
by both authorities - in the 
shadow of Kingston safe¬ 
guarding being rated inade¬ 
quate by Ofsted. 

The leader of Richmond 
Council’s Liberal Democrat 
group Stephen Knight, said: 
“It’s clear the Conservatives in 
Richmond have always had the 
ambition, and I’ve seen noth¬ 
ing to suggest it is not still 
their ambition, to eventually 
float off the company.” 

Earlier last week, Kingston 
Council leader Liz Green 
promised the service would 
not be privatised, saying she 
was not even sure it was legal¬ 
ly possible. 

Coun Green said: “I have met 
with Lord True since becom¬ 
ing leader and I have probably 
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been one of the more sceptical 
members on the AFC board. 

“I do sometimes think Rich¬ 
mond gets an idea in its head 
and wants to push ahead with¬ 
out taking the necessary steps. 

“It has not moved ahead as 
quickly as it would have liked, 
but not as slowly as we would 
have liked. We have ended up 
somewhere in the middle.” 

But Richmond Council lead¬ 
er Lord Nicholas True reacted 
furiously to the remarks, and 
said: “It has never, never been 
the intention of Richmond 
Council to flog off children’s 
services to a private company 
and it never will be under my 
leadership. 

“It is political mischief mak¬ 
ing by Stephen Knight, and Liz 
Green has been acting as a 
stage prop for Councillor 
Knight’s political fantasies.” 

Both Lord True and Coun 
Green said AFC was a non¬ 
profit social enterprise that 


could trade as a company and 
bid to run children’s services 
for other London boroughs. 

Lord True said: “Of course it 
could be free of council con¬ 
trol, but not as a profit-making 
company. 

“The idea was we could use 
our skills to help provide 
children’s services in other 
boroughs. Right across 
London there are councils 
with inadequate children’s 
services. 

“It emerged Kingston’s chil¬ 
dren’s services were in very 
serious trouble, and despite 
the political differences, we of¬ 
fered to support them and 
build the social enterprise 
model together. 

“Kingston was a basket case 
in very serious trouble. I 
thought we had a good 
working relationship. Liz 
Green should sort out her own 
nest before commenting on 
mine.”

Buses and cars can only trav¬ 
el one way, from Brighton 
Road up to Surbiton station, 
with vehicles travelling in 
the opposite direction being 
diverted. 

Several traders said they 
have been hit hard by the 
closures, as shoppers avoid 
the area while the works are 
carried out. 

Adhraa Botros, owner of 
Snappy Snaps, said she was 
currently working six days a 
week and at times was 60 per 
cent below her sales targets. 

She said: “We might as well 
just close. It is a franchise 
and we are obligated to [hit] 
targets. 

“People are trying to avoid 
Surbiton now. There is so 
much disruption. It is impossi¬ 
ble to survive.” 

Another shopkeeper, who 
did not want to be named, said: 
“I wouldn’t want to come here 
if I was a customer. There’s no 
parking, lots of noise and lots 
of traffic. Business is dead. 
Completely dead.” 

Shopper Edith Hogben, from 
Claygate, said: “I come here 
quite often but I suppose I do 
come a bit less at the moment. 

“It does put you off coming - 
the noise, the dust, and the 
buses not running.” 

Several traders have called 
for Kingston Council to reduce 
business rates during the road 
works - while others said the 


building of the Surbiton 
Plaza II was compounding the 
problems. 

The residential and retail de¬ 
velopment, opposite Sains- 
bury’s, is currently blocking 
off a section of pavement 
between Zizzi restaurant 
and Garrett and Jones 
hairdressers. 

Pedestrians must walk in the 
road while several short stay 
parking bays have been tem¬ 
porarily suspended. 

Ray Mustoe, owner of Regen¬ 
cy Bookshop, said: “It’s a 
damn nuisance. There’s been 
no passing trade. 

“People take one look and 


walk the other way. 

“It’s probably costing us 
about £12,000 a year in 
turnover. 

“We’ll survive, but it’s a 
shame the council aren’t doing 
anything about it.” 

Steven Jones, co-owner 
of Garrett and Jones, said: 
“It’s just been an absolute 
nightmare. 

“I’d say in terms of loss of 
trade, we are about 50 per cent 
down on what we usually are. 

“Local government is sup¬ 
posed to be supporting small 
businesses but we’re getting 
no help whatsoever.” 

Surbiton Plaza II is being 


developed by Kingston-based 
CNM Estates in conjunction 
with Taylor Wimpey. 

CNM Estates chairman 
Wahid Samady said: “The 
sewer works have absolutely 
nothing to do with the Sur¬ 
biton Plaza II development. 

“We have liaised with the 
council and the public and we 
have kept people informed of 
the works, which are progress¬ 
ing extremely well. 

“I am confident this will 
bring a real vibrancy to this 
area of Surbiton once it is fin¬ 
ished. Hopefully it will be a 
short-term pain for a long¬ 
term gain.”

Relief for drinkers 
spending a penny 


Hundreds of litres of urine 
have been collected from late 
night clubbers by the tempo¬ 
rary introduction of “pop-up” 
toilets. 

The wee, usually reserved 
for the town centre’s streets, 
gardens and doorways are 
being collected late on Friday 
and Saturday nights by the 
four-way urinals as part of a 
six-week trial. 

They have been placed 
across the town centre, includ¬ 
ing by the iconic Old London 
Road red phone boxes, 
Clarence Street and Cromwell 
Road, and whisked away early 
morning. 

During one weekend they 
collected 465 litres of urine 
from well-refreshed clubbers. 

Town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst believe the ex¬ 
periment has been a success. 

Marketing director James 
Kennedy said: “Five weeks 
into this pilot and we are satis¬ 
fied with the progress of the 
night time urinals. 

“We are continually looking 
at ways to keep the town 
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looking at its best for both the 
day and night time economies. 

“If it is something we can af¬ 
ford to do and people want us 
to do we will look into it.” 

The trial, in partnership 
with portable toilet providers 
Elliot, has cost an estimated 
£7,000. 

Kingston university student 
Nilufer Erdem, 21, said: “It’s 
better than people urinating 
in a garden, I think it is a good 
service.” 

Will Hanson, 53, a teacher 
from Molesey, said: “Now that 
they have these toilets they 
have no excuse to urinate on 
the streets. 

“I do think it’s good they 
have a place to do it.” 

But Audrey Price, 81, a re¬ 
tired nurse from Kingston, 
said: “There is a lot of urinat¬ 
ing which goes on around Tif¬ 
fin Boys close to where I live 
so I think this will help. 

“But I would find it offensive 
to see people urinating in the 


the middle of the night.” 

Conservative Councillor 
Dennis Doe, who has long 
campaigned for more public 
toilets in Kingston town cen¬ 
tre, said: “I’m pleased it has 
been initially successful. 

“Of course it doesn’t help 
ladies. In the long run we have 
got to have more public access 
to toilets during the day as 
well as the evening. 

“I think it is a pity the coun¬ 
cil continues to refuse to ac¬ 
cept that this is something 
they need to be advancing.” 

Kingstonfirst will assess 
feedback from residents and 
businesses, as well as data 
provided by Elliot, to decide 
whether to bring the initiative 
back or find a more perma¬ 
nent solution. 

One of the ideas includes in¬ 
vesting between £50,000 to 
£60,000 in a “pop-up” urinal 
that fits into the ground dur¬ 
ing the day and is pulled up at 
night.

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Two more town bookies? You bet 


A bookmakers will hedge its 
bets by opening two new bet¬ 
ting shops in Kingston - one 
designed to tap commuters at 
Kingston station. 

Ladbrokes has had two appli¬ 
cations in the town centre ap¬ 
proved - one in former sushi 
restaurant Obento at Kingston 
station and another in the 
Clarence Street unit left empty 
by Blacks Leisure. 

Asked why the company 
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wanted two shops in such close 
proximity to one another, a 
Ladbrokes spokesman said: 
“We judge they cater to differ¬ 
ent markets, one being for 
those using the town centre, 
the other for those using the 
station, primarily commuters. 

“We have shops in Victoria 
and several other major train 


stations, and you often find 
betting shops within reach of 
transport hubs because of 
their high footfall.” 

The betting shop at the sta¬ 
tion will join a Costa coffee, a 
newsagent and a ticket office. 
Coffee shop Take A Sip moved 
into an empty unit on Monday 
on platform 2. 

Councillor Howard Jones, 
leader of Kingston’s Conserva¬ 
tives, said: “The problem is you 


can’t object to it because 
there is no planning reason to 
stop it. 

“This is the thin end of the 
wedge and we can expect this 
to happen time and again until 
we get a change in policy.” 

Kingston Council recently 
agreed a Conservative motion 
seeking to lobby ministers into 
giving local authorities greater 
powers to turn down applica¬ 
tions from betting shops, estate 


agents and money lenders. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Chrissie Hitchock, licensing 
committee chairwoman, said: 
“This is the first I’ve heard of it 
and as chair of the licensing 
committee I’m disappointed of¬ 
ficers didn’t inform me these 
applications were in and had 
been agreed. 

“The betting shops aren’t 
doing anything illegal, just tak¬ 
ing advantage of the laws.”

Kingston Council has warned 
Thames Water it will fine the com¬ 
pany if it does not fix sewers dam¬ 
aged by the infamous fatberg by 
next month. 

Engineers have been working on 
a collapsed drain beneath London 
Road since August, when a 15- 
tonne “double-decker” size fat¬ 
berg was discovered clogging 
Kingston’s sewer system. 

In September Thames Water 
said it would take a further five 
months to repair the damage 
caused by the colossal clot, with 
traffic restrictions in London 
Road only lifted for a few days be¬ 
fore and after Christmas. 

But Kingston Council has told 
the company to speed up the re¬ 
pairs and have the roads clear by 
November, in time for the Christ¬ 
mas shopping period. 

Any outstanding work not com¬ 
pleted before then will be carried 
out after January 20, with the 
council’s approval. 

Councillor Simon James, lead 
member for transport, said: “A lot 
of people have voiced concern 
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about how long the work was tak¬ 
ing, affecting London Road, Cam¬ 
bridge Road and traffic in and out 
of Kingston. 

“We hope that we have found a 
sensible solution.” 

Asked what would happen if 
Thames Water failed to clear the 
roads by the November deadline, 
Coun James said: “We would fine 
them. 

“We have accepted works have 
overrun because the damage was 
much greater than they believed. 
But we have made it clear to them 
that this is not acceptable and 
they have understood that. 

“They are statutory undertak¬ 
ings and we can’t stop them from 
carrying out the work. 

“But what we can do is use our 
powers to make sure the work is 
programmed and if they overrun 
we can fine them.” 

The roadworks have created 
havoc for motorists and business 
in London Road, including funeral 


directors Alan Greenwood & 
Sons. 

Manager Valerie Greenwood 
said: “We’re suffering with coffin 
deliveries, repatriations and pri¬ 
vate ambulances trying to turn 
into our drive. 

“I’ve asked Thames Water if 
they could put a keep clear sign in 
front of our driveway, but I’ve not 
heard anything back. 

“People are getting really frus¬ 
trated too. I was arranging a fu¬ 
neral the other day and a man and 
a woman were having an argu¬ 
ment on my private driveway. I 
asked them to be quiet and the 
guy told me to go away. 

“People are getting very 
frustrated and angry.” 

Dave Theobald, repair and 
maintenance manager for 
Thames Water, said: “A study of 
the sewer network is being car¬ 
ried out so we can better under¬ 
stand what work will need to be 
carried out in January. 

“We’d like to thank everyone for 
their patience during this must-do 
job.” 


Woman’s death after ambulance wait 


A former Christian missionary 
died after waiting more than an 
hour for paramedics to arrive 
because of a shortage of 
ambulances. 

The family of Nicolette Clarke 
made desperate phone calls to 
the London Ambulance Service 
(LAS) as they watched the 49- 
year-old Worcester Park woman 
deteriorate until her heart 
stopped, on September 17 last 
year, only to be told no ambu¬ 
lances were available until it 
was too late. 

Miss Clarke’s family said they 
felt let down by the authorities 
and demanded more was done 
to ensure it never happened 
again. 

At an inquest into her death, 
ambulance boss Dr Fionna 
Moore blamed a national short¬ 
age of funding for paramedics 
for the failings in cover, while, 
in the wake of the incident, 
coroner Dr Shirley Radcliffe 
called on people to lobby their 
MPs for increased funding to 
the ambulance service. 

Miss Clarke lived with her 
mother Joyce and sister Debby 
in St Philips Avenue and suf¬ 
fered from diabetes that caused 
a kidney infection in August 
last year. She was released from 
hospital but complained of nau¬ 
sea and a lack of appetite. 

Her sister found Miss Clarke

in bed at 11.45pm on September 
16. 

She told the inquest, held at 
Westminster Coroner’s Court 
on Friday, she looked “pale and 
grey” and said she was not feel¬ 
ing well. 

She gave her two doses of in¬ 
sulin but her condition did not 
improve so, at midnight, her 
mother dialled 999. 

Miss Clarke was put in the Cl 
category, that LAS aims to at¬ 
tend within 20 minutes, al¬ 
though this standard is only 
achieved in about 65 per cent of 
cases. 

Miss Clarke’s mother called 
999 again after 30 minutes and 
was told an ambulance had not 
been dispatched because of 


high demand. 

Miss Clarke’s case was not re¬ 
classified after the second call 
as her condition had not 
changed. However, by midnight 
Miss Clarke had lost conscious¬ 
ness so a third 999 call was 
made, but she was still not 
reclassified. 

It was not until 1.19am that a 
paramedic arrived at the scene 
- by which time Miss Clarke’s 
heart had stopped. She was 
taken to hospital but died on 
September 28 because of dam¬ 
age her brain sustained while 
her heart was not beating. 

The inquest heard if the 
ambulance had met its target 
time, Miss Clarke would have 
arrived at hospital as her heart 
stopped. 

Coroner Dr Shirley Radcliffe 
said: “Even if the ambulance 
had come earlier, there is no 
way we can say she would have 
had a different outcome. 

“Yes, she would have had 
more specialist help on hand 
but the survival rates following 
cardiac arrest are still poor.” 

She recorded a narrative ver¬ 
dict referencing ambulance de¬ 
lays and Miss Clarke’s health 
problems and said it was not for 
her to investigate the state of 
the ambulance service but sug¬ 
gested people contact their MPs 
to call for increased funding.

Report findings 

Student progress at Knollmead 
dipped “significantly” in the 
past two years, with senior 
leaders “too slow” to recognise 
the reasons. 

According to July’s Ofsted 
inspection, pupils were not 
provided with a “consistent 
challenge” and expectations of 
students’ capabilities were 
often too low. 

The quality and consistency 
of teaching, especially in years 
4, 5 and 6, needed to improve. 

The report said poor 
progress had been made by 
year 6 pupils in both 2011 and 
2012, particularly in English 
and maths. 

However, inspectors found 
progress in reception and nurs¬ 
ery classes and in years 1,2, 3 
and the special needs unit was 
“consistently good”. 

The behaviour and safety of 
pupils was also good. 

The report also said that, 
since its last inspection in 
2010, which rated the school 
good, a significant number of 
staff changes had taken place. 


New primary schools 


Kingston is likely to need 
“three or four” new primary 
schools within the next four 
or five years, councillors be¬ 
lieve. 

Rising numbers of school- 
age children in Kingston 
means the borough will 
have to find an extra eight 
classes a year by- 
2017 or 2018, Coun¬ 
cillor David Ryder- 
Mills, lead member 
for schools, said. 

The alternative is 
to continue shar¬ 
ing forms of entry 
out between a 
group of schools, 
or even resorting 
to the dreaded 
bulge classes. 

Despite the po¬ 
tential prospect of 
finding four new 
primary schools in 
four years, Coun 
Ryder-Mills said he 
was “optimistic” 
about the future. 

He said: “We have 
got various pro¬ 
jects at various 
stages, plus two 
fall back options. 

“One is a shared 
form of entry be¬ 
tween two or three 
schools and then 
there’s the old, tra¬ 
ditional bulge 
class, but if we 
could move away 
from that it 
would be far more 
preferable.” 

There are cur¬ 
rently three public 
plans for primary 
schools in the bor¬ 
ough - a free 
school in Motspur 
Park, one on the 
former gasholders 
site in north 
Kingston and one 
on the borders 
of Tolworth and 
Surbiton. 

Kingston Council 


is currently consulting 
residents on plans to expand 
King’s Oak Primary in 
New Malden by one form 
of entry by September 
2014. 

The school has already 
taken on a bulge class this 
year.

Inquest told woman died 
after choking on dessert

A woman with Alzheimer’s disease died 
moments after choking while eating her 
pudding at a Surbiton care home, a coro¬ 
ner has ruled. 

Joan Thornley, a retired box office ad¬ 
ministrator, was 78 when she died at 
Bourne House, in Langley Avenue. 

She began coughing after being fed a few 
spoonfuls of food at lunchtime on March 
16, and died a few minutes afterwards. 

Jevin Jose, the nurse who was feeding 
Mrs Thornley before she died, recounted 
her final minutes at West London Coro¬ 
ner’s Court on Tuesday, October 15. 

He told her inquest that after she rejected 
a spoonful-and-a-half of her main course, 
he attempted to feed Mrs Thornley pud¬ 
ding - gateau mashed with milk. 

He said: “I fed her one spoon. As soon as 
she swallowed the food she started to 
cough. 

“I held her and I tapped on the bottom 
part of her back firmly. I kept tapping until 
I reached the stage that I felt she got her 
breath back. She did stop coughing. 

“I left her in the same propped-up 
position.” 

Mr Jose then went to feed another 
resident. 

He said: “I noticed that Joan was strug¬ 
gling to breathe. Her eyes seemed like 
bulge out.” 

He and two colleagues took Mrs Thorn¬ 
ley to her nearby room and put her in the

recovery position. She died shortly 
afterwards. 

Mrs Thornley, who was born in Kilburn 
in north-west London in October 1934, was 
admitted to Bourne House in 2005 follow¬ 
ing a diagnosis of Alzheimer’s. 

The court heard she was known to strug¬ 
gle with dysphagia, meaning it was diffi¬ 
cult for her to swallow food. 

Files showed she was at risk of 
“aspirating”, or breathing in, her food. 

Medical examiner Dr Robert Chapman 


told the inquest he found a “significant 
quantity” of food in Mrs Thornley’s 
airways. 

A spoon designed for people with diffi¬ 
culty swallowing was not used to feed Mrs 
Thornley, the court heard. 

An internal review was conducted by the 
care home, which is run by LRH Homes. 

Manager Paula Gratton said: “Nothing 
was found.” 

Kingston’s Adult Safeguarding Board 
was also alerted. 

Her son Paul, 39, from Hampton Hill, 
said: “I am pleased we did have an inquest, 
but I wish there had been some recom¬ 
mendations. It is a tough thing.” 

Mr Thornley praised court staff for their 
help. 

He said: “They were thorough and ex¬ 
plained what was going on and why.” 

Coroner Jeremy Chipperfield said: “I 
can only say I am very sorry for your 
loss.” 

Verdict: Accidental death.

Hospital failures led to 
two-year-old girl’s death

Hospital puts action plan in place 


Kingston Hospital has 
issued a new statement fol¬ 
lowing the inquest into Alice 
Mason’s death, called 
“avoidable” by a 
coroner. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “Following Alice’s 
death in March 2011 the 
trust undertook a full 
investigation. 

“The medical director and 
chief executive met with Mr 
and Mrs Mason through this 


investigation and apologised 
for the care Alice received at 
Kingston Hospital. 

“A comprehensive action 
plan was implemented, 
which addressed the mis¬ 
takes that had been made. 

“We will be meeting with 
the Royal Marsden to closely 
study the outcome and rec¬ 
ommendations from the 
coroner and to see if there 
are any further actions we 
need to put in place, to 


ensure that this does not 
happen again. 

“Our thoughts and sympa¬ 
thies are with Mr and Mrs 
Mason.” 

The hospital said the key 
points of its “action plan” 
included: 

• Improved communications 
between partner hospitals. 

Reviewed clinical 
processes. 

• Improved communications 
with families.

Two bereaved parents con¬ 
firmed what they believed all 
along - that their daughter’s 
death could have been avoid¬ 
ed, were it not for a series of 
failures by doctors. 

Gareth and Rosalind Mason 
embraced in the court room 
after a coroner concluded “a 
very large number of serious 
failures” had occurred in the 
care of their daughter Alice, 
shared between Kingston and 
Royal Marsden hospitals. 

Alice was just two years old 
when she died in March 2011 
with water on the brain, 
which had developed after 
an operation to remove a 
tumour. 

Following an incorrect di¬ 
agnosis, doctors did not order 
a vital brain scan in time to 
save Alice. 

West London Coroner’s 
Court heard Alice was not 
even given pain medication 
during a night she spent 
holding her head and tossing 
in her hospital bed, in agony. 

Assistant coroner Dr Sean 
Cummings recorded a narra¬ 
tive conclusion at West 
London Coroner’s Court 


on Monday, October 14. 

He said: “There were a very 
large number of serious fail¬ 
ures on nearly every level by 
medical and nursing staff 
who formed part of the 
shared care system.” 

He added: “Alice’s death 
was avoidable.” 

Mr and Mrs Mason said in a 
statement: “[Alice] died in 
pain whilst under the care of 
medical professionals in 
whom we had placed our 
trust and who we were forced 
to beg to get her the help she 
needed. 


“Expert evidence has made 
clear that if the doctors had 
done what they should, Alice 
would be with us today. 

“We would like to know 
what has been done and 
being done to ensure nothing 
like this ever happens to 
another family.” 

There was a failure to diag¬

Nicola Wainwright, repre¬ 
senting Mr and Mrs Mason, 
said in a statement: “The evi¬ 
dence the coroner heard at 
the inquest has confirmed 
the numerous failings in 
Alice’s care. 

“We continue to pursue 
legal action against those 
involved.” 

Dr Cummings told Mr and 
Mrs Mason: “You have my 
sincere condolences. 

“I am very, very sorry that 
you had to endure this, and 
that this has gone on for such 
a long time.”

Care home will close 
despite improvement

A care home in Surbiton, which 
was accused by care inspectors 
two years ago of a case of “insti¬ 
tutional neglect”, has announced 
plans to close. 

Scope is considering shutting 
its premises in Lingfield Avenue, 
saying the property is “old-fash¬ 
ioned” and does not meet the 
modern needs of disabled people. 

The home had a charge of “in¬ 
stitutional neglect” upheld in 
June 2011 and was told to make 
improvements but passed all five 
of the key care standards when it 
was most recently inspected in 
January of this year. 

The charity is planning a con¬ 
sultation with the 10 residents 
who live there, their families and 
staff before making a final deci¬ 
sion. The process is expected to 
take three years. 

Scope’s regional director, Tra¬ 
de Linehan, said: “We’re looking 
into closing Lingfield Avenue, 
because we don’t think this kind 
of old-fashioned care home offers 
disabled people the kind of say 
that everyone else has over where 
they live, who they live with and 
how their money is spent. 

“We will now consult with the 
disabled people who use the care 
home, their families, staff and 
local authorities before making

a decision. 

“This is part of a wider trend, 
prompted by disabled people, 
away from old-fashioned institu¬ 
tional, segregated care homes to¬ 
wards the kind of support where 
disabled people have choice and 
control over the services they re¬ 
ceive and are treated as citizens.” 

The home in Lingfield Avenue 
is among 11 Scope care homes 
being considered for closure in 
the UK. 

A spokesman said there was no 
financial incentive behind the 
plans, and that the closure pro¬ 
gramme was in fact costing the 
charity money. 


Ms Linehan added: “Lots of our 
care homes were opened in the 
70s. 

“In the past five years we’ve 
changed or closed 10 of these 
more old-fashioned services. 

“We’ve decided it was time to 
step up our work. We have re¬ 
viewed all of our care homes for 
disabled adults to see which ones 
we needed to change. 

“We will do our best to do it 
sensitively and respectfully, sup¬ 
porting everyone affected to un¬ 
derstand what the changes mean 
and what choices are available to 
them.” 

Two years ago the Surrey 
Comet reported that inspectors 
upheld an allegation of institu¬ 
tional abuse at the Lingfield Av¬ 
enue home as a residents’ care 
needs were “not understood or 
addressed”. 

During the visit an inspector 
found a “potential abusive prac¬ 
tice” although no more detail was 
given. 

The home for 14 adults with 
learning disabilities failed four 
out of the five standards: medica¬ 
tion was not always given on 
time, an upstairs window was not 
fitted with a safety device and 
cultural and religious needs were 
not met. 

But the home passed all five of 
the key care standards when it 
was reinspected in January 2013.

this year. 

New owner Ainharan Ma- 
hadevan said: “We took it 
over in April or the end of 
March from the old owners. 

“It is something we haven’t 
done ourselves, hence the rea¬ 
son we spent £10k just on the 
stuff we were asked to do. 

“These guys before us 
cocked it up and gave up.” 

His predecessor Mr Rajarat¬ 
nam, who had no food hy¬ 
giene training, pleaded guilty 
to five charges under food hy¬ 
giene regulations. 


He was ordered to pay out 
more than £2,500 after coun¬ 
cil health officers found dirty 
food storage areas and 
grease-stained walls and ceil¬ 
ings on three visits. 

The council had given him 
notice to clean up beforehand 
but he failed to do so between 
the first visit in September 
2012 and February this year. 

Since it came under new 
ownership Spice House host¬ 
ed a chilli challenge in which 
Kingston Guardian editor 
David Rankin came second.

Case Study: 

Charles Shand - EPP patient 

The Kingston CCG Expert 
Patients Programme (EPP) 
is a self management course 
for people living with long¬ 
term health conditions. The 
programme is designed to help 
patients take control of their 
condition and prevent it from 
dominating their lives. 

EPP is a free course giving 
local people the knowledge, 
skills and support to effectively 
self-manage their condition and 
live life to the full. The course 
is run as a series of six weekly 
sessions, each lasting for two and 
a half hours. Most importantly 
it is run by people with long-term 
conditions. 

Charles, a 68 year old cycling 
professional, first noticed he 
had a problem around 2007 
when he started slowing down 
when cycling, he felt a shortness of breath 
and was more tired but put it down to his 
age. However by Christmas 2008, Charles was 
diagnosed with peripheral oedema, a condition 
commonly known as fluid retention in the 
body and was referred by his GP to Kingston 
Hospital. His diagnosis was confirmed as severe 
aortic stenosis with associated left ventricular 
disease, a condition relating to the main artery 
that carries blood to the heart. He underwent 
surgery a few months later.

Following his recovery from 
surgery, Charles attended two 
hourly EPP sessions, once a 
week for six week where he 
discussed activities in the course 
book The self-management of 
LTCs’ (long term conditions) 
which covers topics including 
attitudes towards LTCs’, 
managing and working with 
LTCs’, goal settings and exercise 
programs. Since attending 
the meetings Charles says he 
has “unquestionably got his 
confidence back and has been 
able to continue with his life 
including cycling. To face a long 
term condition you have to make 
changes to your life and it is 
very useful to join EEP for the 
advice and support.”

Paul Ryan, general manager 
of Spanish tapas restaurant 
La Tasca in Kingston, ex¬ 
plains why, writes Ross 
Logan. 

Ryan says: “Back in prohibi¬ 
tion America, when they 
banned liquor, the only thing 
they could get was medicinal 
alcohol, and they used to mix 
that with fruit juices to make 
it taste better. 

“That’s why in all those 
black-and-white movies 
they’re all drinking 
cocktails.” 

The practice of mixing alco¬ 
hol with other, usually sweet¬ 
er ingredients has been 
around for centuries (the hot 
toddy, for example) but it is 
ironic that the 13-year booze 
ban in the US helped inspire 
some of today’s most well- 
known concoctions, including 
the long island ice tea and the 
Harvey wallbanger, 
according to Ryan. 

At La Tasca, you can get all 
your favourite and strangely- 
named creations, although 


being a Spanish 
restaurant, the 
specialty is, natu¬ 
rally, sangria. 

“Sangria is tradition¬ 
ally three spirits, 
vodka, white rum and 
triple sec, mixed with 
sugar red wine, and 
lemonade and garnished 
with a load of fresh 
fruit,” says Ryan. 

“Here we do 10 differ¬ 
ent types of sangria. We 
do cava, red wine, white 
wine, rose, brandy, some 
liquors and fruit juices. 

“We’re planning on 
having a new sangria 
each month. One night a 
month we’re going to sit 
down and see what 
works.” 

For anyone interested in 
learning how to make 
cocktails themselves, the 
newly-refurbished La Tasca 
in High Street offers cocktail 
making master classes for all 
kinds of occasions. 

Ryan says: “We’ve got three- 
fully trained cocktail makers, 
they’re the real deal. Gilbetto 
- he’s our best cocktail maker. 
We have cocktail Wednesdays 
and we always make sure he’s 
on that shift.”

Top tips on protecting

Insurer offers advice as Kingston listed as burglary hotspot 


Kingston has been named as 
the English town with the 
second highest number of 
burglaries. 

Inner London took the 
number one place for the 
most number of burglaries in 
2012 with Kingston number 
two and Richmond in fourth 
place. 

The data was produced by 
Halifax Home Insurance 
which has come up with fresh 
advice for householders on 
how to protect their homes 
when the clocks go back this 
weekend. 

According to Halifax Home 
Insurance claims data, the 
average cost of a claim for 
winter burglary was £1,746.00 
per incident in 2012, up 14 per 
cent compared to the average 
cost of a summer burglary 
claim. Last year the insurer 
paid out almost £13 million in 


winter burglary claims, a 21 
per cent rise compared to the 
summer months. 

Senior claims manager 
Martyn Foulds said: “The 
cover of darkness makes life 
easier for petty thieves 
looking for an easy target, so 
we are reminding 
homeowners that a few 
simple steps can go a long way 
to avoiding the stress and 
inconvenience a burglary 
brings. 

“While insurance will cover 
the financial loss, it may not 
be able to replace unique 
family heirlooms or items of 
sentimental value.” 

Tips from Halifax Home 
Insurance: 

■ Keep doors and windows 
locked, even when at home 

■ Security lights can alert 
you to people approaching the 
house, and gravel driveways 



make it possible to hear them 
coming too 

■ Have a British standard 
approved burglar alarm 
installed, and always set it 
when leaving your home 
unoccupied and also at night. 
One which has a direct link to 
the police is a good idea 

■ A dog barking can deter a 
burglar, and even seeing a 


sign saying ‘beware of the 
dog’ will make many think 
twice about attempting a 
break in 

■ High walls, spiky railings 
and prickly bushes around a 
property can make it more 
difficult to break in, and also 
harder to get away if burglars 
are disturbed 

■ Keep tools and ladders that 
can be used to break in to the 
home locked away 

■ When going on holiday, 
timer switches on lights can 
make it less obvious that the 
house is empty. Consider 
asking a friendly neighbour 
to check in on the home and 
collect any mail, as piles of 
letters can be a clue that there 
is nobody around 

■ Marking your property 
with a UV pen or etching your 
postcode on metal items such 
as bikes and tools means that 


if it is stolen, there is a 
greater chance of it being 
recovered by police 

■ Make sure your home 
buildings and contents 
insurance is up to date and 
includes the right level of 
cover for your needs 

■ Don’t leave keys hidden 
under door mats, in flower 
pots or in other ‘safe’ places - 
burglars know where to look 

If you are unlucky enough 


to be burgled, report it to the 
police as soon as possible, and 
obtain an incident number. 

Contact your home insurer, 
quoting the police incident 
number and giving as much 
detail as possible about what 
was taken and also any 
damage caused to property. 

If the home has been left 
unsecured after a break in, 
make sure both the police and 
insurers are aware of this.

EXPLOSIVE START for Mark VII 



It needs very little 
introduction. After all, the 
Golf GTi has been with us now 
for 37 years, writes Philip 
Shoulder. 

So what's new on this latest 
Mark VII? For the first time, 
two power levels are offered: 
the standard 220 PS GTI and 
the GTI Performance, a £980 
option which increases power, 
adds larger brake discs and a 
front limited-slip differential. 

Both benefit from a raft of 
technical advancements and 
driver safety assistance 
systems, including ADC 
(Automatic Distance Control) 
with City Emergency Braking, 
a Driver Alert System, 
PreCrash preventative 
occupant protection and 
Driver Profile Selection, which 
adjusts the characteristics of 
the car: from Comfort, 
Normal, Sport, and Individual. 

Styling remains conser¬ 
vative for a hot-hatch, but 


visual clues include a red stripe 
across the honeycomb radiator 
grille, red-painted brake 
callipers, twin chrome tailpipes 
and 18-inch alloys. 

The new 2.0-litre turbo¬ 
charged direct-injection petrol 
engine produces an explosive 
6.5 second sprint to 62mph 
and an autobahn storming 
152mph top speed. 

But it's also cleaner, with a 
claimed 47.1 combined mpg 
and 139g/km of C02 (manual 
version). A slick, close ratio six- 
speed manual gearbox is 
standard, although a six-speed 
DSG auto is optional. 

Overall fit and finish and 
quality of cabin materials is 
very high. 

The GTi's classic tartan 
'Jacara' cloth sports seats, red 
ambient lighting, bespoke 
steering wheel, gear lever and 
instrument cluster are stand¬ 
out design features - adding to 
the sporty appeal.

Slightly larger exterior 
dimensions over the previous 
mark VI Golf give a more 
spacious cabin. 

Taller occupants are well 
catered for by 15mm more 
rear legroom. There's also 
more shoulder and elbow 
room, while the boot has 
grown in size to 380 litres. 


Verdict: Volkswagen's 
new GTi at £25,845 is a 
better proposition than 
its predecessor: being 
faster, more dynamic, 
lighter yet safer and 
boasting considerably 
higher efficiency.
